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Alberta’s  International  Merchandise  Exports 
January  - March  2004 
Highlights 


Overview:  In  the  first  quarter  of  2004, 

Alberta’s  international  exports  fell  2.7%,  to 
$15.9  billion,  from  the  same  period  last  year. 
This  decline  was  due  to  a 4.7%  drop  in  exports 
to  the  U.S.,  primarily  as  a result  of  lower 
natural  gas  prices.  Excluding  the  U.S.,  Alberta 
exports  rose  11%.  Wood  product  exports  rose 
sharply,  as  a result  of  elevated  prices  for  wood 
products,  especially  for  oriented  strandboard 
(OSB).  International  border  closures  to 
Canadian  beef  and  cattle  resulted  in  livestock 
exports  tumbling  by  79%  (no  live  cattle 
exports)  and  beef  exports  (fresh  & frozen) 
falling  9.0%. 

Major  Commodities:  In  the  first  quarter, 
natural  gas  exports  fell  by  15%  as  lower  prices 
more  than  offset  increased  export  volumes. 
Crude  oil  exports  were  up  7.7%  due  to  higher 
volumes,  while  propane  exports  decreased 
6.0%.  Beef  (fresh  & frozen)  exports  declined 
9.0%,  as  a result  of  border  closures.  OSB 
exports  were  up  substantially,  as  a result  of 
higher  prices  and  volumes.  Exports  of 
polyethylene,  wheat,  ethylene  polymers,  parts 
for  telecom  transmission  equipment,  canola, 
cobalt  and  nickel  were  also  sharply  higher. 
Large  decreases  were  registered  for  light  oils 
and  telecom  reception  apparatus. 

Exports  by  Industry:  Exports  by  the  mining 
and  energy  sector  decreased  6.7%  because  of 
lower  natural  gas  prices.  Primary  agricultural 
exports  grew  9.9%  as  a result  of  increased 
grain  and  oilseed  shipments,  notwithstanding  a 
79%  drop  in  livestock  exports.  Manufacturing 
exports  rose  9.9%,  because  of  large  gains  in 
wood  products,  chemicals  and  primary  metals. 
At  the  same  time,  large  declines  were 
registered  for  petroleum  products  and 
computer  & electronic  products. 

United  States:  Total  exports  to  the  U.S.  fell 
by  4.7  %,  primarily  as  a result  of  lower  natural 
gas  exports.  There  was  also  a sharp  drop  in 
boned  and  frozen  beef  shipments,  in  response 
to  BSE,  and  there  were  no  live  cattle  exports. 
Large  decreases  were  also  noted  for  light  oils 
and  telecom  transmission  apparatus.  These 


declines  were  tempered  with  sizeable 
increases  in  OSB,  crude  oil,  telecom 
transmission  equipment,  lumber  and 
polyethylene.  Virtually  all  OSB  exports  are  to 
the  U.S,  and  prices  were  approximately  85% 
higher  than  in  the  first  quarter  of  2003. 

Asia:  Exports  to  Asia  rose  7.9%  as  a result  of 
increased  wheat,  cobalt,  pork  and  nickel 
shipments.  This  was  partially  offset  by  lower 
Asian  imports  of  beef,  ethylene  glycol  and 
telecom  equipment.  Exports  to  Japan,  China, 
Indonesia,  Singapore  and  the  Philippines 
increased  strongly,  but  South  Korea,  Taiwan, 
Hong  Kong,  Thailand  and  Pakistan  registered 
large  declines.  Exports  to  Japan  were  18% 
higher,  due  to  increased  pork,  cobalt,  nickel 
and  potato  (prepared)  shipments.  Exports  to 
China  grew  26%,  as  a result  of  increased 
wheat,  canola  and  telecom  equipment 
shipments. 

Europe:  Western  European  imports  were 

20%  higher.  Increases  in  nickel,  cobalt  and 
wheat  imports  were  partially  offset  by  declines 
in  wood  pulp  and  ethylene  polymers.  Imports 
by  the  U.K.,  Belgium,  France,  Denmark  and 
the  Netherlands  increased  substantially,  while 
shipments  to  Switzerland,  Germany  and  Spain 
declined.  Exports  to  Eastern  European 
countries  rose  sharply  by  30%,  led  by  growth 
in  oil  and  gas  field  equipment. 

Latin  America:  Alberta  exports  to  South 
America  were  up  24%  because  of  increased 
wheat  shipments.  Central  American  imports 
rose  sharply  by  62%,  due  to  large  increases  in 
fresh  beef  and  canola  exports  to  Mexico. 

Other  Regions:  Exports  to  the  Middle  East 
grew  substantially  by  88%,  as  a result  of 
increased  oil  and  gas  field  machinery  and 
barley  exports.  African  imports  from  Alberta 
fell  4.1%  because  of  lower  durum  wheat 
imports.  Exports  to  the  Oceania  region  rose 
9.3%,  due  to  increased  exports  of  ethylene 
polymers  and  machinery.
